ATTACKING FORCES 


(ey A. P. NIGHT WIRD) 

SAN DIEGO, March 13.,-—Ind.- 
cations were that two battleships 
were sunk in the battle maneu- 
verse by the submarines, but this 
will have to be confirmed. Aljir- 
planes played an important patt 
in the actual battle, owing te the 
coming of the fieets together at 
night by the approach and pene- 
tration of the defending Blue’ 
Fleet submarines. 

The submarine employment and 
effectiveness was the most interest- 
ing feature of the operations, they 
having successfully completed the 
longest voyage under battle con- 
ditiona ever made by submarines 
in equadrons and epereting on the 
eve of battle, one of the greatest 
disadvantages that could be util- 
ized against them. 

The invading Black Fleet staff 
broke.«the secret battle code of 
the Blue forces and just before 
the e ment was about to be- 
gia, the Black staff sent out radio 
signals on the submarine wave 
length. ordering the sub- 
marines to rendezvous at a point 
far from the scene of battle. It 
was not until they reported back 
by radio to their own commander 
that they were in position that the 
coup was revealed. 


OBJECTIVES REACHED 

The Black Freet reached its 
mission, an operating . base. suc- 
cessfully, but whether or not the 
attack opened by submarines and 
carried on by destroyers and light 
cruisers was sufficient to cripple 
it will be known only after the 
critique. 

According to high officers. four 
major results of the battle are 
knewn. These are that the pro- 
visioning of naval craft under a 
few system of balanced rations 
ie highly successful; that the de- 
velopment of communication fa- 
cilities has reach an excellence 
heretofore never attained: that the 
United States Navy is weak in 
scout cruisers, the main arm of 
the scouting fleet; that the new big 
8 type 300-foot submarines per. 


formed in cruising and action tests 
beyond general expectations.

ROADS ON HAND 

Figures Produced in Debate 
on Gas Tax Increase 


Commission Has $8,985,365, 
Asserts Mrs. Pierce 


Total Expenditure 
for New York Last Year 


(EXGLosIve piwaTcH) 

SACRAMENTO, March 12.—A 
great array of facts and figures is 
belng formed for the legislative 
hearings to be held next week for 
those supporting and opposing an 
increase in the tax on gasoline. 

In this connection the interest of 
State legislators was aroused to- 
day by a statement by Mrs. Neliie 
Brewer Pierce, former member of 
the State Board of Control, in 
which she asserted that the State 
Highway Commission has arniple 
funds for road-construction work 
during 1925. 

Mrs. Pierce said: 

“A careful examination of the 
books of the State Highway Com- 
mission discloses that on January 


1, 1936. they had a balance of 
$3.054,433.65 in bond money, 
$3.087,078.23 in Federal aid al- 


ready allowed and $2,427,513.71 
Federal a avallable for allot- 
ment in 1925. In addition there 
ia $566,340 in «pévia 
priaticns still pnexpended. 
is, therefore, ually available for 
new construction in 1925 $8,985.- 


365.59, or mo than was expend- 


ed by the commission for new 
roads in 1924. 

“Bome of this money is obligat- 
ed by existing contracts, but that 
does not change the fact that it is 
yet to be expended and will be a 
part of this year’s road construc- 
tion. 

“The total expenditures for new 
construction in 1924 were $8,829,- 
749.98, and this sum built 350 miles 
of roads on the basie of the com- 
mission's own statement at the end 
of the first six month®. 

“There Was available January 1, 
1925, for malntenance and recon- 
struction a balance of $2,172,- 
315.87, or more than half as much 
as the Highway Commission ever 
expended in any year for tif's pur- 
pose before 1924. In they 
spent $3,790,841 for maintenance 
and reconstruction and left a bal- 
ance in the‘fund of $2,118,477.” 

Opposition to the proposal to 
increase the gasoline tax is ex- 
pressed in a statement issued by 
Senators Roy Fellon, San Fran- 
cisco, and Thomas C. West, Ala- 


meda. 
As an alternative the statement 
urges passage of conatitutional 


amendment No. 33. of which they 
are the authors, providing for the 
budgeting of highway expenditures, 
and if existing revenues from all 
sources are found to be insufficient 
for needed construction the Legis- 
lature would have the authority to 
the issuance of $60,000,000 
of bonds.

Approach of Open W eather 
Reveals Wider Range of 


Negotiations 


CLEVELAND, March 12.—The 
approach of spring and open 
weather is beginning to impart 
some new life to the iron and steel 
situation, Iron Trade Review re- 
orts. While the general note 
among buyers still is one of 
marked conservatism, new under- 
takings to reach the market are 
increasing, and there ts a wider 
range to negotiations that may 
expand into another active buying 
period soon. Raltllroads appear to 
be opening up again in thelr buy- 
ing. Car orders this week total 
2000, and the Southern Pacific has 
an inquiry out for 3400 cars. Spect- 
fications for rails and track fas- 
tenings are heavy. 

A better report on the automo- 
bile industry comes from Detroit. 
Practically all builders are gradu- 
ally swinging into higher produc- 
tion, but still are taking steel 
cautiously. New inquiry for steel 
for construction still is heavy, to- 
taling 55,000 tons this week. Bulld- 
ing permits at Chicago for Janu- 
ary and February broke all rec- 
ords. Steel production appears to 
have reached its

9.9 per cent In December. The 
annual rate in February was 48,-

Present operations do not show 
any material changes after the re- 
cept slight stepdown. The Steel Cor- 
poration is still operating slightly 
above 94 per cent of ingot ca- 
pacity.

ICOLDEN DENIES 
M’KEE CHARGES 


Harbor Head Files Answer in 
Suit for Damages 


Repudiates  Assertions of 
Ousted Chief in Toto 


Similar Action by Hansen, 
Co-Defendant, Expected 


Charles J. Colden. president of 
the Board of Harbor Commission- 
ers, yesterday entered a formal 
and general denial to the charges 
made against him and Lewis Han- 
sen, a harbor district real estate 
operator, by Edgar McKee, for- 
mer chairman of the board, in 
a suit for $150,000 damages for 
asserted slander and conspiracy. 

The denial came in the form 
of an answer Colden’'s attorneys, 
Lesiie Hewitt and Guy Crump, 
filed to McKee’s suit. It was stated 
the attorneys had under prepare- 
tion an answer in Hansen's be- 
half and that this reply would 
probably be filed in Superior Court 
today or tomorrow. 

McKee charged the defendants 
entered a conspiracy in Septem- 
ber, 1923, to obtain a profit for 
themselves in the purchase for 
the Hargor Board of real estate 
in the harbor district. He as- 
serted Colden and Hansen sought 
to induce him to enter the asserted 
conspiracy, with the alternative 
that if he did not do so they 
would connive to cause him false- 
ly to be charged with accepting 
a bribe with the result that he 
would be removed from his office 
as chairman of the board. 

Colden entered a specific denial 
to MecKee’s charge that Hansen 
had, with McKee'’s knowledge and 
consent, entered into negotiations 
for the purchese of two lots Im 
the harbor district for $6500 and 
then caused the city, through the 
asserted c..spiracy, to pay $8000 
for the: property. 

Other charges of McKee that 
Hansen had been 14 a double 
commission for the transaction 
and that Hansen suggested to 
McKee that he “lay off" a cer- 
tain harbor lease so that Hansen 
could “shake 
enough to put us both on easy 
street” were likewise denied by 
Colden. 

Celden also repudiated McKee's 
charge that Hansen conspired with 
him to present McKee a suit of 
clothes with the object of pav- 
ing the way for the placing of a 
bribery charge against McKee. 
Colden admited, on information. 
that Hansen did present a suit to 
McKee, but the Harbor Board 
chairman said he knew nothing 
of the incident until a month lat- 
er and. he declared the suit was 
given McKee merely as a present 
from Hansen. 

With the filing of Hansen's an- 
swer, preliminary matters in the 
case practically will be disposed 
of and ft will be In a position to 
be set for trial on motion of Mc- 
Kee's attorney. Duke Stone. 

McKee is asking $100,000 dam- 
ages on the ground that his repu- 
tation as a public official was 
blackened by the asserted con- 
spiracy and $60,000 #exemplary 
damages.

ducted for the scientist was re- 
vealed in news dispatches of re- 
cent date from New York, an- 
nouncing that the Supreme Cdurt 
of the State had signed an order 
dissolving the marriage of 
Parker and Evelyn Naegle Parker 
under the Enoch Arden law. 


According to the charges of 
Mrs. Parker in her action for di- 
veree, Dr. Parker disappeared in 
1919. The scientist on other occa- 
sions since their marriage in 1911, 
hed absented himself for long pe- 
riods without explanation, she de- 
clared, prompted by a passion fer 
exploration, adventure and experi- 
mentation tn his chosen field. 

It was also set forth that every 
effort had been made to locate 
him, the search extending as far as 
India, where it was believed he 
might have gone to investigate 
Hindu occultiem. It was related 
that Dr. Parker was brought un- 
der the influence of a Hindu hypno- 
tist and anti-British propagandist, 
whom he followed as far as the 
Pacific Coast, if not to India. 

Mrs. Parker, the daugehter of 
Charles Francis Naegie, well- 
known portrait painter, has been 
forced to work as a commercial 
artist to support herself and her 
two young children and has not 
had funds to conduct a thorough 
search for the 65-year-old scientist, 
she asserts.

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NEW RED MENACE 
Despite the emphatic repudiation in 
the national elections of the radical propo-

group of radicals, Reds and union-laborites 
are seeking to worm through the California 
Legislature a bill that would nullify the 
force of injunctions by giving to the offend- 
ers the privilege of demanding a jury trial 
and of continuing their depredations and 
violence until the case of the last one of 
them should be decided. 

One has but to scan the groups and in- 
terests that are lobbying for this bill at 
Sacramento to recognize that it is intended 
to render impotent the power of the courts 
to restrain acts of violence in time of indus- 
trial or social disputes. It is sponsored by 
Senator Murphy, a labor-unionite represent: 
ing one of the San Francisco districts, and 
Senator Harris from Fresno. Their opposi- 
tion, and that of the groups they represent, 
to the restraining power of the courts when 
acts of violence are premeditated, or actual- 
ly being committed, has been voiced on fre 
quent occasions. 

The present bill is one, in slightly modi- 
fied form, that has been introduced at every 
session of the Legislature during the last 
ten years. It has always been rejected; 
but fhe radical groups seem to be of the 
opinion that the present Legislature will 
be weak enough or venal enough to yield 
to the dictation of the radicals and place 


“lon the statute books of the State an act 
that would leave the lives and property of | 


citizens of California at the mercy of the 
radicals any time they sought to resort to 
violence to accomplish their nefarious pur- 
poses. 

A court injunction restraining wild 
groups from acts of violet.ce is a bulwark 
of defense for the rights, the lives and the 
liberty of all honest citizens. The purpose 
of such an injunction is to prevent groups 
from taking the law into their own hands. 
It serves to prevent the wilful destruction 
of property. If it were to be rendered im- 
potent through the delays which jury trials 
would occasion, then the peaceful citizen 
would be at the mercy of those that seek 
to obtain through force what they cannot 
accomplish by lawful action.

The curb loafer is now enabled to gauge 
his lavish waste of motive power to the 
second. According to Dr. Benedict: 

The heat produced in twenty-four 
hours es buman body is made up 
first of an irreducible minimum going 
,on all the time to maintain the force of 
life at a normal] rate, when in complete 
repose in bed. To sit quietly in a chair 
calls for ly no tucrease, but 
there is an increase of 10 per cent in 
standing. Changes of posture make a 
great difference. Some persons require 
actually 40 per cent more energy to 
stand than to lie, but the best and most 
comfortable pose, such as would be as- 
sumed by an artist's model, results in 
the smallest increase in heat. 

The Army and Navy discipline demands 
In its regulations such a waste of en- 
ergy that it might be worth while to in- 
struct Congress to investigate into the mat- 
ter; for.the motion exercised in wilitary 
salute increases heat consumption to the 
tune of 1 per cent per minute. Multiply 
the above at the rate of standard prewar 
armies, such as the German army, and the 
additional leg motions of the goose step 
and figure out the waste of ehergy. Such 
a standing army of, say, 4,000,000 men in a 
two-hours’ parade per day would have saved 
5,600,000,000 units of energy, if converted 
into a reposing army; not to mention the 
military salutes or the goose step. In two

Imperial Irrigation District, has 
been requested by the board of 
directors to prepare and file a re- 
vised budget for the coming year. 
The new budget would take the 
place of the one previously pre- 


pared and is intended to comply 
more nearly with the possible 
revenues of the district In the next 
twelve months. 

In a resolution, the directors as- 
serted that the Indications are that 
in 1925 the district's revenue will 
total $2,602,606, of which $987,000 
must be set aside for bond redemp- 
tion and bond interest. This would 
leave a balance of $1,617,005 to be 
expended for district operations. 

The directors assert that they 
desire to keep the expenditures this 
year within the possible income and 
-lfor this reason the chief engineer 
was asked to trim the items in the 
former budget as closely as the 
district’s demands will warrant. The 
former budget calls for expendi- 
tures totaling $3,456,215. The en- 
gineer will be compelled to reduce 
expenditures nearly $1,000,000 in 
order to comply with the request 
of the directors in reducing the 
first budget.
